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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the additional 
conductive strip and nut" of claim 2 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121 (d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 
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On Page 2, in line 20, appears the phrase, "like chares". It should be restated as -like 
charges- 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: 

In claim 1 , on line 6, is the phrase "the surface". It should be restated as -a surface-. 
In claim 1 , on line 10, is the phrase "the through holes". It should be restated as -one 
of said through holes of-. 

In claim 1 , on line 1 1, is the phrase "the threaded hole". It should be restated as -a 
threaded hole-. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Claim 1 recites the limitation "the ends of the 
conductive strip" in lines 8-9. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in 
the claim. As to claim 3, on line 2, the phrase, "has the same length as the length of the 
diagonal of the platform" is indefinite since the length cannot be determined until the 
diverting apparatus is engaged to a particular platform of a treadmill and treadmills 
come in a variety of sizes. This phrase will not be given patentable weight in order to 
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expedite the prosecution. Claims 2 and 3 are also rejected for being dependent on a 
rejected base claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Liang (4,760,456). 

5. As to claim 1 , Liang discloses a static electricity diverter comprising a conducting 
piece (14) mounted on a surface wherein the piece includes a hole (where bolt goes 
through), a conductive strip (18) positioned above the piece, and a connection bolt (20) 
that passes through both the piece and the strip to divert static electricity away (see Fig. 
5 & Col. 2, lines 39-47). Note, the preamble merely discloses the intended use of the 
apparatus with a treadmill. That is, the treadmill is not a part of the invention; thus the 
apparatus of the claim was examined as being usable with a treadmill. 

6. As to claim 3, Liang discloses a diverter as described above. At the time of the 
invention, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art to make the 
conducting piece into any of an array of sizes to adequately cover the screen of the 
computer. A change in the size of a prior art device is a design consideration within the 
skill of the art. In re rose , 220 F.2d 459, 105 USPQ 237 (CCPA 1955). 
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Conclusion 


7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Davis '487 discloses treadmill exercise devices having a static electricity diverter. 
Croce '571 and Tagney '859 each disclose an exercise device having static electricity 
diverters. 

Takahashi '653 discloses a static electricity diverter used on a car.
